Kentucky will be the battleground in the 
Bland campaign. 

This much has been practically decided 
on by the friends of the great champion of 
silver who met in this city for the purpose

GRIP ON WHEAT. 


It Is Demonstrated by the Offi- 
cial Figures. 


ST. LOUIS GAINING GROUND. 


The Windy City’s Business in the 
Cereal Is Falling Off for a 
Variety of Reasens. 


The impression in St. Louis, based on offi- 
cial figures, is that Chicago is fast losing her 
prestige as a grain market. 

The revulsion has so far been to the bene- 
fit of Minneapolis and Duluth-Superior, but 
it will eventually help St. Louis. There has 
in fact already been a benefit to this city. 

In confirmation of this statement the 
wheat receipts of Thursday are advanced. 
Chicago’s total receipts of “wheat of all 
kinds were 9 cars. The receipts at Minneapo- 
lis and Duluth-Superior same day were 347 
cars. 

Chicago’s greatest year as a wheat mar- 
ket was 1892. That year the receipts of all 
kinds of wheat reactied the maximum fig- 
ure of 50, 235,000 bushels. 

Since that the receipts have been growing 
beautifully less until, in 1895, they reached 
a minimum of 20,637,000 bushels. 

On the other hand, the receipts at Minne- 
apolis and Duluth-Superior have been stead- 
ily advancing. At present the flour output 
of the combined mills of Minneapolis, Du- 
luto-Superior anad Milwaukee amounts to 
250,000 or 300,000 barrels per week, which 
means the consumption of 1,000,000 to 1,500,000 
bushels of wheat per week. 

Thus far in the present season the receipts 
of wheat at Minneapolis have been 67,946 
— and at Duluth-Superior 47,549 bush- 
els. 


Chicago, as shown by the figures given, 
was until recently the spring wheat market 
of the world, drawing to her elevators three- 
quarters of the entire crop. In the last 
few years Minneapolis and Duluth-Superior 
have been getting the grain away from her. 

This is due to natural causes. Duluth 
being near the head of the lake, is enabled 
to ship her grain and flour straight across 
to the Straits of Mackinac, avoiding the long 


as had to contend. 

This means a great saving of freight 
l The increased tonnage has also 
brought about the general use of the big 
whaleback steamers at Duluth, still further 
lowering freight. 

Chicago recognized some years ago that 
her standing as a wheat market was wan- 
— and revised her delivery rules. No 2 
1 winter wheat was made deliverable 
on contracts calling before that for straight 
No. 2 spring. 

The only grade at Chicago now is practi- 
cally No. 2 spring and No. 2 wheat deliver- 
able on contract. 

This change of rule had a serious effect 
on the standing of St. Louis as a wheat 
market. Much of her No. 2 red winter was 
diverted to Chicago by the change. 

This has recently been in a measure over- 
come as far as St. Louis is concerned, and 
this city is getting back her standing as a 
winter wheat market slowly but surely. 
The recent repeal of the rule making No. 2 
hard deliverable on contract will, local 
traders believe, still further assist in this 
desirable end, and the revision of the in- 
spection rules, accomplished Friday, will 
still further assist. Through these changes 
the reputation of St. Louis wheat will re- 
turn to its old high standard. 

The consensus of opinion in the local 
grain trade is that the salvation of St. Louls 
as a wheat market depends largely on a 
good river. 

With an assured channel of from 7 to 10 
feet through to New Orleans the river will 
afford cheap transportation for St. Louis 
wheat to the seaport and the empty ele- 
vators of St. Louis will begin to fill up 
to their old-time average. St. Louis will 
then become again the winter wheat market 
of the West and Chicago will drop to the 
position of third or fourth in grain markets. 

One of the wonderful features of the past 
wonderful season of short winter and large 
spring wheat yields has been that St. Louis 
has brought from Minneapolis at a profit 
100,000 bushels of No. 1 orthern spring 
wheat, which was sold to mills and for ex- 

ort. This leads the local grain men to the 
beller that St. Louis will eventually draw 
her spring wheat from the wheat fields of 
the Northwest and not from Chicago, as 
she has ‘at times been forced to do,

PRESENT RATES ARE HIGH. 


But Commissioner Holman Says if the 
Rates Are Reduced We Won't 
' Mave Public Filters. 


Councilman Franklin Ferris at the Couftcll 
meeting Friday evening introduced a reso- 
lution asking that the Mayor be requested 
to furnish the Council with such informa- 
tion as would permit them to conclude 
whether or not a reduction could safely be 
made in the water rates now charged the 
general consumers. 

Mr. Ferris when spoken to on the subject 
said: The water rates in this city are 
somewhat high. The city has spent an im- 
mense amount of money on water-works 


'extensions, which are nearly completed. 
The people know comparatively little about 
the condition of affairs and the merits of the 
situation. I have, therefore, for the purpose 
of developing facts and information, intro- 
duced a resolution asking the Mayor to tell 
us about it; to give us a bird’s eye view of 
the situation. We are in a rather peculiar 
condition in relation to our water-works im- 
ne agp = all the money to do the work 

as to come out of the general revenue 
and cannt be raised in any other way. 

The improvements are undoubted a 
good thing and should be encourag in 
every possible way, but cannot the im- 
provements be kept up and the assessment 
be reduced? To be frank about it, I know 
almost nothing of the merits of the issue.

NCES OF HEROISM. 


Buluwayo Said to Be Threatened With 
Isolation by . Communicatien 
Being Cut Off. 


CAPE TOWN, April 25.—Every additional 
item of news from Buluwayo shows that the 
small body of British troops of 300 men 
which sortied Fridgy morning from that 
town and engaged the Matabele army, occu- 
pying about four miles of the north bank 
of the Unguza River, displayed the greatest 
gallantry. Several remarkable examples of 
heroiam are recorded upon the pert of off!- 
cers and troopers in saving the lives of 
wounded comrades at the risk of their own 
lives. One officer gave his horse to a badly 
wounded comrade and soon afterwards 
was killed while fighting his way back to 
hia corps. 

The general result of the engagement ap- 

rs to have been a reverse for the Brit- 
sh, who were greatly outnumbered and 
once were nearly surrounded. 

The Matabeles showed much superior 
knowledge of tactics than they did while 
mace years back. They threw them- 
selves on the ground when they saw the

HEADS ARE FALLING. 


Reduction in the Missouri Pacific’s 
Working Force.

No 
ity is shown to the crews of vessels which 
n distress seek shelter in their harbor or 
which are boarded in the Strait of 
Gibraltar during tempestuous weather.
